It was immensely popular, 
as a matter of course, with all foreigners 
emigrating into the country, and the 
great influx of them then pouring into 
the northwest territory, and turning, as 
from a mill, with amazing rapidity, 
huge embryo states, almost yearly knock- 
ing at the congressional doors for admis- 
sion intothe northern confederacy with 
their two senators, flocked in a body 
around the democratic standard.

CREDULITY. 

We are told that our people ought to 
revister their names and vote, in order 
to elect proper men as delegates to the 
conventions that are to register the edicts 
of Congress and embody these in Consti- 
tutions. It is imagined that they may 
aafely elect ‘rebels’ as delegates, and 
of such compose the regenerated Legisia- 
tures, and so retain possession of the 
powers of government of their States, 
when theese have become component 
parts of the Empire. 

Tbe man is very credulous who sup- 
poses that any State in which the pow- 
ers of government shall be so placed in

will be denied? Judge from what has 
been already done! 

fu the spring of 1864, the Federal 
forces being in possession of Little Rock, 
x convention of delegates from part of 
the counties of the State was beld there, 
sud framed a Constitution, under the 
proclamation of President LINCOLN. 
This Convention was held under the pro- 
tection of the Federal army, and was 
composed exclusively of men transeend- 
The Conatitution made 
by them prohibited involuntary servi- 
tude, and otherwise complied with all 
that power then demanded or ‘loyalty’ 
prompted. It was submitted for ratifi- 
cation to the ‘loyal’ portion of th . 
ple of the State, and adopted. Flections 
were held under it, and Mcrpri y, who 
had been appointed Governor by Lin- 
CUOLN, Was elected Governor. A Supreme 
(‘ourt and a Legislature were also 
elected. Al! rebels were disfranchised, 
by the requisition of test oaths. The 
legislature met and enacted laws, levied 
taxes, and pul the Giovernment in full 
operation. 

This government continued after the 
warended. Murprny is still Governor 
under the first election. BARTLETT, at 
Little Rock, elected at the same time, is 
still Judge of the Circuit Court. 
is Judge of the Mississippi Circuit, un- 
der a like election. 

The Supreme Court, in 1566, composed 
of Judges undoubfedly ‘loyal,’ and 
elected by the ‘loyal’ people in 1564, 
decided test-oath unconstitutional.

THE MISSISSIPPT FRERDMEN, 

The report of Gen. A. C.. Gillem, as- 
sistant commissioners of the freedmen’s 
bureau for the state of Mississippi, for 
the month of February last, states that 
an act has been passed by the legislature 
and approved Feb. 21, 1867, amending 
the statutes in regard to the rights 
of freedmen, so as to give them the 
same rights of acquiting, holding and 
disposing of real estate with the same 
benefits and exceptions as are al- 
lowed in respect to personal prop- 
erty, repealing restrictions on their 
right to testify, and amending all 
laws imposing discriminating puoish- 
ments upon them, in such manner that 
for all offenses committed by freedmen 
against the criminal laws of the state 
they shall be tried by the same courts 
and by the same proéeedings as whites, 
aud upon conviction shall be subject to | 
the same penalties and forfeitures. Gov. 
Humphreys, of Mississippi, in reply to a | 
telegram from Gen. Gillem, asking 
Whether the statutes forbidding the | 
freedmen to own real estate and fire- | 
arms has been repegled, stated that ail 
distiuctions between the white and black | 
races, excepting as j@rors and voters, are 
abolished.

The telegraph has on 
several occasions already given notice 
thatit bas made sad havoc where it has 
It is a well known fact 
that this scourge is very virulent 
in all localities that are found 
filthy, and especially so in ‘cities, 
where there are no pavements and vege- 
table as well as animal matter has been 
thrown into the streets and allowed to 
remain until it has been decomposed by 
the spring or summer sun. The condi- 
tion of Scotland In 18382, on account of 
‘the filthy condition of the lower classes, 
is an event never to be forgotten. A 
conference of the Presbytery at’ Edin- 
burgh the winter afterwards, petitioned 
the crown to appoint a day of fast and 
prayer, in order that the Almighty 
might be appeased in His wrath and 
avert the dire calamity which was 
awaited in the reappearance of 
cholera. The imperial minister, 
Lord Palmerston, we believe, re- 
plied in a long letter by stating that it 
was not so much “ fasting and praying ”’ 
that the Scotch people wanted as clean- 
liness; that when once that was at- 
tended to, the fearful ravages of the chol 
era would be abated in that unfortunate 
country.

The pertinacity of the house in insist- 
ing upon an eariy reassemblage of con- 
vreas means something. ‘It shows that 
the radical element isstrong in the house. 
The leaders of (hin wibg of the party 
wish to keep the impeachment question 
in hand, so they wish to be ready with 
further legislation if anything should 
eeenr at the south which would give 
them the pretext for further action. 
Any collision between the two races 1D 
apy locality, or anything calculated to 
produce a ew excitement at the north, 
would be promptly seized upon for this 
purpose. Lesides, these leaders have an 
itching palm to take hold of Maryland 

‘ and recoustruct it on the radical basis. 
An adjournment until December would 
be a practical abandonment of the pro- 
position of impeachment, and would be 
a tacit admission that affairs were as- 
suming a pacific solution. But these 
revolutionists consider it necessary to 
keep the agitation north up to the 
fever heat. Hence, therefore, the 
anxiety of the majority of the house 
favoring the reassembling at any mo- 
ment they may deem expedient. There 
is no-doubt but that some of the more 
extreme men are by no means satisfied 
to be done with the south yet. They 
hold in reserve the terrible policy of con- 


fiacation, by means of which they would’ 


hope to develop a party at the south be- 
lonpving.to them. ‘The scheme would be 
by donations of vast quantities of land, te 
fasten a certain classtothem. Then by 
till further limitation_of the elective 
franchise, they would expect an increase 
hold upon the powers of even the south- 
ern states. It is to be hoped, however, 
that the southern people, by consuminate 
prudence aud moderation, will so act as 
to give these men no further political 


eapial.

The bill calling for a convention to re- 
organize under the military bill, which 
passed the Virginia senate, received a 
vote of eighteen to eight, seven senators 
being absent. It provides that the elec- 
tion of delegates shall be held on the 
first Thursday in May, and the conven- 
tion shall meet in Richmond on the 
third Monday in May, “to form a con- 
stitution of government in conformity 
with said act of congress.’’ All persons 
are to vote for delegates who are quali- 
fled to vote by the act of congress. Gov. 
Pierpout is empowered to appoint three 
persons in each county, who shall select 
commissioners to ¢onduct the voting. 
The number of delegates to be the same 
as is allowed to te present house of del- 
egates. The bill also provides that 
every commissioner, conduc 
writer appointed to conduct theo 
under this act shail, before entering on 
the discharge of bis duties, take an oath 
to the following: ‘I do solemnly swear 
that in the election about to be held | 
will faithiully and impartially discharge 
the duties appertaining to my office ac. 
cording to law, so help me Giod ’ which 
oath may be administered by any per- 
sop authorized by law to adminietes 
oaths, and in the absence of such person 
may be admini«tered by the officers 
Sforesaid to each other, and no person 
shallact as such officer under this act 
unless he is qualified to vote for d
